Very good point, John. I just will add my small hint: use a long 
screwdriver (I have one with a about 10" long and very thin) and cover all 
but the tip with 'thermo-retractile' cover (I don't know if this is the 
correct word; hope you understand what I mean). Apply some heat so the 
cover is firmly at place. That way you will reduce the shock and short 
circuit hazards. And it can be removed, if needed.
